Labor Dispute 


That our large, growing and faithful family 
of readers may be fully informed about a mechani­ 
cal department dispute at the Courier and Times, 
we believe a complete explanation and a review of 
the facts are in order. 


The Bristol Printing company, owner and pub­ 
lisher of the Bristol Daily Courier and The Levit­ 
town Times, has been in business since 1910. 


The various managements of this company 
ha\e a satisfactory record of pleasing their em­ 
ployes. This is evidenced by the fact that the com­ 
pany has always operated as an open shop. 
Such an operation 
naturally employs both 
union and non-union men and women. Under such 
a plan of operation an employe has the right to 
work if he is satisfied with his compensation, work­ 
ing conditions, and hours. 
But in event he can 
better himself he also has the right to move on to 
bigger and better things. 


There are always outside forces seeking to 
dominate or control a country or a business. 
A newspaper controlled by such outside in­ 
fluences is failing in its very basic obligation and 
responsibility as underscored by the privilege and 
right inscribed in this nation’s Bill of Rights — 
complete freedom of the press. 
Hence our insistence upon an “open shop’’ 
operation in the true American tradition. 
It is a fact that certain officials of outside 
unions who have no trade relationship whatsoever 
with the printing and publishing business have 
been talking to and intimidating our mechanical 
employes for more than a year for the obvious pur­ 
pose of capturing control of this “freedom of the 
press” which we strive with zealousness and in­ 
tegrity to safeguard and protect. 
The few employes who were sold such a bill 
of goods walked off their jobs at approximately 
5:50 p.m., October 13, leaving work unfinished, 
machines running, metal pots unattended, and 
other equipment and items in a dangerous and pre­ 
carious state. 
These folks who left their jobs are not care­ 
less nor are they malicious. They are frightened 
by these outside influences. It is established that 
several of them were told they would “have their 
heads bashed 
i n ” 
Briefly, they succumbed 
to 
threats and intimidation. 
As Americans and 
citizens of the United 
States, when our personal freedom and right to 
work where we choose is imperiled and blocked it 
is high time we do something about it. 
As management of this company which pub­ 
lishes the Bristol Courier and The Levittown Times, 
we have done just that. 


We refused to discuss our labor difficulty with 
the International Typographical Union (commonly 
known as the ITU) because it does not represent 
our employes. 
We have refused to discuss the matter with 
other unions because they are not part of the print­ 
ing trades nor are they in any manner remotely re­ 
lated to them. 
At the beginning of this disturbance we talked 
with our typographical employes in an effort to 
determine the cause of the unrest. We were in­ 
formed that they were all pleased with their wages, 
hours, fringes, and working conditions. 
We de­ 
termined actually that they were intimidated and 
forced to go along on a demand for a “contract” 
so that certain labor officials could seize control 
of this “freedom of the press’ guaranteed by the 
Constitution of the United States. 


Beginning in July, 1954, the management of 
these newspapers increased all journeymen print­ 
ers to $2.35 per hour and since that date we have 
made increases until our employes are now receiv­ 
ing $2.80 per hour. 
Only weeks before the few employes walked 
out, a notice was posted to the effect our rate would 
be $2.90 effective November 3. All apprentices and 
other trainess, including typists, are paid accord­ 
ingly, depending upon experience and ability. 
Thus it may be seen our employes are paid 
fairly. It should be noted, of course, that a typist 
trainee does not merit the pay of a journeyman 
printer who has worked six years or more to master 
his trade. 


Now, with regard to the International Typo­ 
graphical Union: 
In 1947 newspaper publishers of the country 
sued the International Typographical Union and its 
officers for defiance of the federal laws. 
In fla­ 
grant violation of the Taft-Hartley law this one 
union, alone in defiance of the law’, was enforcing 
its closed shop, was requiring foremen to belong 
to the union, was controlling the hiring and ex­ 
tending its jurisdiction over work to which it was 
not entitled and over work and equipment not yet 
contemplated or even installed by publishers. 
This suit of the newspaper members of the 
American Newspaper Publishers Association was 
successful insofar as it assured protection to pub­ 
lishers against unlawful demands of the union. 
Such protection was affirmed by the United States 
Supreme Court which denied a review of the case 
in 1952. Furthermore in 1953 the U. S. Court of
